She was 
brought to the New York asylum in August, 
1881. Under the rules of tne institution the 
superintendent, G. E. Dunlap, is empowered 
to receive full orphans during the summer

conyince themselves that the children 
brought are in every respect entitled to the 
charities of the asylum. At the first meet- 


ing in the fall of 1881, Mr. Dunlap reported 
the case of Mabel Hager (for by this name 
she had been registered) aud said that there 
were peculiar features about it, She had 
been brought by a man who gave his name 
as Richardsonand his home as Bakimore.

Additional Victims of Dr. Hatha. 
way, the Child Murderer. 


Babies Cremated in the Kitchen Stove and 
Meals Cooked Over the Fire—More than 
200 Infants Destroyed—Sample Entries 
From the Quack’s Book—Threats of Lynch-

PHILADELPAIA, PA., June 22.—‘‘Doctor’”’ 
Hathaway appears to have been even worse 
than he was depicted in the reports of 
yesterday. Thecellar of his residence, No. 
2243 N. Fiftn street, has proven to be an un- 
derground golgotha, and additional ghastly 
evidences of his crimes are being brought to 
light as the hours pass. The bones s8aid to 


have been polished by Hathaway’s dogs were 
taken to the coroner’s office  eeanggat ond after- 
noon and the entire collection were pro- 
nounced to be either the bones of infants or 
those of mothers who had died in pregnancy. 
The skeletons of twenty-one little ones have 
already been uneart and the detectives 
are still at work with 

SPADE AND PICKAXE 
hunting for additional evidence. Yesterday 
afternoon officers made a seurch of the Bris- 
tolavenue premises, where Hathaway was 
arrested, and found a satchel filled with 
vials, powders, and some surgical instru- 
ments. Mrs. Hathaway said that the instru- 
ments had been used by her husband in his 
nefarious business, and also produced an 
account-book containing dates ranging from 
May, 1876, to July. 1882, in which appeared 
the names and addresses of more than two 
hundred females, together with the amount 
charged for services in each case. In con- 
versation with Magistrate Krickbaum, the 
woman told a tale sickening and revolting in 
every detail. She said that the bodies found 
were butasmall_portion of the number of 
infants destroyed by him, and that he had 
performed hundreds of operations. When 
asked where the remains could be found, the 
woman asked if she would be held as a party 
to the crime. Upon being.assured that the 
law would have to take its course at all haz- 
ards, she declared that 
NUMBERLESS BODIES HAD REEN CREMATED 
in the family cooking-stove, and that the 
meals for the family had been prepared b 
the heat from the human fuel. This meth 
had not only destroyed the bodies but all 
eyidences of guilt at the same time. 

Among other things the woman sald that 
she herself had had twins, and that they had 
died in childbirth. 

‘“‘Were you not also a victim of malprac- 
tice?’ asked the magistrate. . 

The woman hesitated, and finally admit- 
ted the fact. 

‘‘What was done with the bodies?” 

‘*The doctor wanted to burnthem at first, 
but I could not consent, and they were final- 
ly buriea inthe yard of Rising Sun lane, 
where we then lived.”

The Markets. 
FORENOON SESSION, CLOSING AT 1 P. M. 

The past week has seen some of the heaviest 
margin calling on wheat deals that this market 
has ever known. It runs up into the millions. 
Margin calling has been perfectly wild and indis- 
criminate in some instances. A case was learned 
where a firm that had profits in its deals were 


actually called for margins bY | the party who 
owed them the money. A leading house which 
owed $450 on one trade was called for $2,500 mar- 
gin, and on another deal with $3,000 against them 
was called for $10,000. Some time ago when wheat 
was at its top notch. a firm that was long called a 
house that owed them a good deal of wheat for 
$15,000 margins in excess of what was really ow- 
ing them. Now thatthe market has turned, the 
house called on the advance are making their 
former callers put up heayily on every cent de- 
cline. It is saidthe latter have $75,000 up 
in margins at the call of the house they were rub- 
bing it into at the high prices.——St. Louis has 
withstood this heavy decline nobly, and notwith- 
standing this market really inaugurated the late 
bull movement, her operators are believed to be 
in good shape and abie to stand a much heavier 
decline. It is said t e principal longs here 
have their deals hed or covered and cannot 
stand in for much of a loss, if any. Every one has 
sufficient margins up to protect their deals. The 
financial storm that has wrecked 80 
many commercial houses in Chicago 
has failed to overthrow a single St. Louis 
firm. Of course there have been some weak spec- 
ulators shaken out, but for such small amounts 
that the market was not even affected. Although 
this 1s the fact, yet some party on the floor yester- 
day started a report that there was trouble in St. 
Louis, and this eless report was wired to Chi- 
cago. This was undoubtedly started to break 
the market, but it failed in its object. 
The party who originated this rumor 
was not discovered, but 1f he nad been he would 
have been severely punished under the rules of 
the Exchange. Great indignation was expressed 
on all sides at this c@Wardiy and underhand-work 
of a sneak, who hoped by ruining the credit of 
others to enrich himself, He richly deserves the 
name applied to him by some of the members— 
the “commercial cur.” 

——A car of new wheat from Texas, consigned to 
Redmond, Cleary &Co., was sold to-day to Jos. 

The quality of this 
wheat was really choice, and it brought a very 
full price.——Reports from parties just in from 
Kansas are very encouraging on the wheat crop 
of that state.

OBSTRUCTIVE APPEALS. 


The Clark Avenue Odor Controversy ~ 
Crushed Agaiust a Post, 
The advantages of the appeal system were 
illustrated in Judge Barclay’s court this 
week.

Cash for the Cherokees. 

Chief D. W. Bushyheaa and ex-Chief 
Robert N. Ross of the Cherokee nation, 1. 
T., are at the Planters’, having just returned 
from Washington, where they were sent as 
commissioners to complete the sale of Chero- 
kee lands and to receive the money therefor 
appropriated by congress. Deeds were ex- 
oonted to the Shawnees, Pawnees, Ottos, 
Missouris, Osages and Nez Perces, for their 
reservations bought from the Cherokees,and 
the price amounting to $300,000, was paid 
over to the coummiussioners by the secretary 
of the interior. With respect to the distribu- 
tion of this sum, ex-Chief Ross said the 
secretarygwtused to interfere in favor of the 
adopted cluvens of the nation, saying that 
this was a matter which must be left to the 
discretion of the Cherokee eouncil. The 
council has passed a bill distributing the 
money among the native born Cherokees pro 
rata; the amount due each individual of the 
tribe will not be more than nineteen or 
twenty dollars, and no trouble 
is apprehended on that score. The Chero- 
kees have acase before the court of claims 
which is now pending, the North Carolina 
Cherokees having sued for one-seventh of 
the Cherokee possessions. The nation will 
be represented by Col. Phillips ana Mr, Bur- 
dette. who are now in Washington. Ex- 
Chief Ross has just received a letter from a 
friend at Muscogee, stating that Roberts, 
the slayer of Ben. Porter, had been killed 
while under arrest by a cousin of Porter's. 
The commissioners will leave for the terri- 
tory to-night,

TAKE NEW. ROUTE. 


The Arizona Renegade’s Romantic and 
Adventurous Career. 


Much has been written and published dur- 
ing the past few weeks regarding the wound- 
ing and capture of L. U.Streeter, who has been 
designated as “‘a white Apache,”’ during one 
of the forays of the tribe. The alleged 
sketches of his life have been so full of mis- 
statements and reckless assertions, that this 
morning the brother of this most interesting 
individual, who is a well-known citizen, 
came to the Post-D1isPATCH office and gave 
a full history of the romantic career of the 
white Apache. ss 

L. U. Streeter was born in Central New 
York in 1839, and, if alive, is forty-four 
years of age, being a full-blooded American, 
traced. back to 1624 in this country, his moth- 
er’s stock being English. When he was yet 
a boy his nother died, and in-1842 his father 
left by the sea-route for California, and 
never returned. Hewas last heard of by 
his eldest son as the light-house keqper at San 
Luis ;Obispo. L. U. was from ch&dhood of 
an adventurous spirit, and when but eight 
years of years started for school one morn- 
ingand wasnot heard of again for six 
months. By the time he was eleven years 
old he developed a longing for the sea, and 
made four voyages before he was 
fourteen years of age. In 1856 
he madean attempt to desert his vessel at 
the Isthmus of Panama, but was pursued by 
natives with bloodhounds, shot and recap- 
tured. In 1857 he went_to Kansas and ac- 
companied Albert Sidney Johnsvy from Fort 
Leavenworth as quartermaster in the expe- 
dition againstthe Mormons. On this expe- 
dition he narrowly escaped capture by some 
hostile Cheyennes while out hunting for the 
mess, In the year 1860 he developed in Cali- 
fornia, and served one year in the First vol- 
unteers. At the expiration of his enlistment 
he went to Mexico and became a first lieuten- 
antin thearmy of President Jwvarez, then 
fighting with Maximillian and the French, 
He emerged from the war a duly comimis- 
sioned colonel, known as Don Cassimero, 
which nime he adopted when he first came 
to the country. Next he was employed as 
United States interpreter and scout at Fort 
Craig, having mastered the language of the 
Apaches. This was at the time of the How- 
ard commission. Efforts were being made 
to induce the Mescaleros and the band of 
Cachise ta leave the Warm Springs country 
and go on the reservation. Streeter alone 
entered the land of the Mescalero, 
and remained with them for 
six months, and finally induced them to do 
as the Indian department desired. He had 
similar success with Cachise, who only stip- 
ulated that he should select his own agent. 
A man named Jeffers, a friend of Streeter’s, 
accepted the place on the condition that he 
would withdraw if the government defaulted 
in their contract with the Indians. This 
was the case within six months, and Jetfers 
resigned. Streeter profanely expressed him- 
self on the subject of the Indian department, 
and, being overheard by Howard, he was 
dismissed the government service. He 
then went into Grant county, in 1873, and 
became a deputy sheriff under Whitehill. 
He developed great control over the Indians, 
who trusted him implicitly. His bold and 
defiant charges against the {Indian ring, 
which some times took the form of letters to 
the northern and eastern papers, insured 
him a long course of prosecution at the 
hands of the emissarles of the ring. He was 
repeatedly arrested and charged with incit- 
ing the Indians to outbreak, but was excul- 
pated inevery case. ‘The ring feared his 
power over the Indians. ‘The malice of his 
enemies at last secured a proclamation de- 
claring him an outlaw, and a reward of 
$5,000 was offered for his apprehension. He 
at once fied to the stronghold of his friends, 
the Apaches, and has lived with them ever 
since. ‘That embittered by the treatmeut re- 
ceived atthe hands of unprincipled repre- 
sentatives of the government, he should join 
his friends on the warpath is not at al! im- 
probable.

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BUYING BLIND. 


How the Unclaimed Property is 
Disposed of by the Police. 


- — 


General Neff’s Stovepipe and the History of 
It’s Owner--An Ear Trumpet and a Crutch 
--Actumulations of a Year to be Sold. 


Next Saturday morning the annual sale of 
he unciaimed property in the hands of the 
police will be held. The proceeds of this sale 
are devoted to the police relief association by 
the statute incorporating that soclety. Dur- 
ing the year an immense amount of property 
accumulates at the various station houses, 
and the sale is an event looked forward to by 
junk and second-hand furniture dealers. The 
close-mouthed guardian of the commissioners 
roum was as busy as his abdominous shape 
would permit him to be this morning when 
a reporter sought him in_ the 
lost’ property room, which adjoins 
the reporters’ apartments at 
the four courts. On all sides the. un- 
claimed goods were stacked up to the top of 
the partition in heterogenous piles.. ‘Through 
narrow paths along the floor and running 
between the piles of property the fussy’ jan- 
iter puffed his way while hopelessly trying 
to assort the mass of stuff. “Everything in 
this room was an item for the press at some 
time during the year,” said he, ‘‘and there 
are a good many of them that have curious 
stories.”’ 

“How does this stuff accumulate? Day 
after day this pile increases. Usvally about 
this time we have a general clearance, but 
the place is no sooner cleaned up than the 

00 ds begin to pile up again. 

uring @ year there is a _ large 
amount of property lost on the streets of a 
large city like St. Leola. Nearly all of this 
is turned over to the department, and when 
they do not gei any claim an itis turned in- 
to the property room to await the sale. At the 
police sale everything gues as it lays. We 
don’t open these valises traveling bags or 
trunks, and we can’t tell whether we are se!l- 
ing a valise full of United States bonds, or a 
dozen of red bricks fur the figure they are 
knocked down at. Besides what property is 
found on the streets, there is a large amount 
of stuff taken from thieves who are arrested. 
We ’ve got harness enough here to fit out a 
line of stage coaches. 

The property accumulates at the station 
houses, and after a reasonable time it is sent 
to the headquarters with alist. We have as 
good a stock as any pawnbroker in the coun- 
try. Down-stairs we keep the heavy goods, 
such as harness, wagon jacks, stoves, etc. 
Up here we keep the valises, trunks, banjos, 
fiddies, crutches, etc., and in the room near 
the offiee we have all the jewelry, books, 
keys and things like that.” 

Golding here reached down a stovepipe hat 
that twenty-tive years ago was a fine article, 
but to-day would be a big attraction 
in a street parade. It measured over 
nine inches from tke top of the 
crown. ‘The interior was finished up with 
Vlack satin which curled around a brim fully 
two lnches iu width, Capt. ‘Tom Fruchte, 
of Central District, took the hat and found 
that it was tagged ‘‘Gen. Neff, April, 1883."’ 
‘gle will never call for that hat,” said the 
captain, whoin answer to the question ol 
the reporter gave the foll.wing story of its 
owner's life: Many years ago while the jal! 
was located on the present site of the La- 
clede hotel, the police arrested a man with 
several stolen horsesin his possession. In 
those days horse-stealing was regarded asa 
very grievous offense. Weill, from the mo- 
went the Officers laid hands on 
the man they discovered that he 
was acting strangely. He was committed to 
jail, however, and in the course of a few 
months the jailer reported that he had an 
insane prisoner on hand. The man kept up 
a roaring that was perfectly marvelous. Nw 
one could understand how the prisoner with- 
stood the exertion. When not suffering from 
one of these apparent fits of frenzy he en- 
gaged himself drilling the rats which he 
caughtin his cell. He tied the rodents to- 
gether until they became taine and ac- 
qguainted with their strange companion, and 
then spent whole hours, and often an un- 
interrupted day, in training them to go 
through military evolutions. When he was 
admitted he said his name was Charlies H. 
Miller, but shortly after his continement 
when asked his name he would reply. ‘*My 
name, sir, is Gen. Neff; 1 am busy training 
uiv soldiers.” Then again he went back to 
his tiresome task. A commission of physi- 
cians was appointed to inguire into his men- 
tai condition, and pronounced him insane. 
On this statement he was discharged, but 
did not enjoy liberty long. He soon became 
involved in matrimonial difficulties with 
young ladies, several of whom claimed the 
yeneral for a husvand at one and the same 
tine. A few montilis later a man was caught 
with stolen horses and jailed, He wore a 
g een card cloth over his right eye and stated 
tuat he was partially biind.

THE SPANISH QUEEN, 


True Inwardness of the Falling Out 
Between Mr. and Mrs. Alfonso. 
From the New York Times, 


Several Madrid papers have been very 
properly punished for expressing in a veiled 

ut unmistakable way opinions as tothe 
inotives of the queen’s reeent departure from 
Spain, which are offensive to the king. The 
fact that the queen suddenly gathered up 
her children and her portable property and 
went back toher mother in Bavaria gave 
rise to the report that she was jealous of the 
king, and that conduct on*his part not 
wholly unconnected with his guitar and the 
window of a pretty actress had led toa do- 
mestic quarrel. Of course, it was intolera- 
ble that the press should publish these al- 
leged facts, or even hint at them, and the 
Madrid editors have ofly themselves to 
blame if they are in difficulties, 
_ The real truth of the matter is that there 
is not the slightest evidence that the Spanish 
king has ever serenaded any actress, or that 
the qucen is in the slightest degree jealous 
of him. If it be true that the royal pair have 
quarreled, there are numerous explanations 
which can be nade without assuming that 
jealousy has a ything to do with the matter. 
Phere is Alfonso’s acquaintance with the 
Portuguese king. Had he confined himself, 
iike other Spanish monarchs, to sending an 
aanual Christmas or Easter card to the king 
of Portugal, no one could have found any 
fault with him; but, contrary to ali pre- 
cedent, the two kings have become extremely 
intimate. First, the king of Portugal came 
to see Alfonso. Tthen Aifonso returned the 
visit, and now the Portuguese king has been 
spending several days with Aifunso. ‘The 
two kings are young and full of spirits, and 
naturaily they have annoyed a quiet and 
careiul housekeeper like the Spanish queen. 
They have smoked ail over the palace; they 
have sat up late at night playing ‘“‘muggins,”’ 
the “‘mansion of happiness,’ and otber ex- 
citing games, and they have gone to the cir- 
cus to a perfectly unlimited extent. ‘There 
is good reason to suppose that the indignaut 
gueen may have taken the ground that Al- 
fonso must choose between her and that mis- 
erable little Portuguese, and that if the lat- 
ter is tocome to Madrid she will go out of 
the palace the day he enters it. 

The more probable cause of rupture is. 
however, the difference of opinion as to mu- 
sic Which must exist between a German prin- 
cess and a Spanish king. The queen has 
been married for several years, and during 
ihat tiine she must have heard Alfonso sing 
about the “gentle Guadalquivir,” and accom- 
pauy himself on the guiiar, at least twice 
every day, not to speak of the torture which 
the constant twanging of guitars by the 
cabinet ministers and leading statesmen of 
the country must have cost her. O! course, 
no Spauiard can have the slightest apprecia- 
tion of Wagner’s music, nor of any 
inusic that cannot be sung with a guitar 
accompaniment. The probability is that the 
queen has been wrought up to the point of 
saying that if Aifonso persisted in playing 
the guitar she would go home to mother, ana 
as the king could not comply with her re- 
quest, since a guitar is.a§ @ssential to a Span- 
ish monarch as is a sceptre, she has kepc her 
word and departed for Bavaria. Itis a very 
sad state of things, but the queen must have 
known all about the Spanish guitar before 
she was married, and itis now rather late for 
her to regret it as a grievance.

FOR HIS BROTHER.

*The governor pardoned John Brisben, a pent- 
tentiary convict. to-day. [le was sent up 
Bourbon for fifteen years for forgery, and had ten 
years to serve. Our readers are Lamiliar with the 
iistory of this case, and the humane action of his 
excellency will be generally commended.” — 
(Frankfort (Ky.) Yeoman. 

I read this little paragraph and my mind 
went back six years. I knew John Brisben 
and I also knew his twin br..ther Joseph. I 
was familiar with the details of the action 
that placed John Brisben in a felon’s cell, and 
now when the sad affair is brought back to 
mind so vivid!y I must write it out, for never 
before have I met, in prose or poetry, in real 
life or in romance, a greater hero than plain, 
matter-of-fact John Brisben. 

The Brisbens came of good stock, I think 
the great-grandfather of my hero emigrated 
to Kentucky when Kenton’s station, between 
the present city of Maysville and the his- 
toric old town of Washington, was the prin- 
cipal settlement on the “‘dark and bloody 
ground.” He came from upper Pennsyl- 
Vania and located abont five miles from the 
Ohio river, on Limestone creek. He was an 
industrious, strong-limbed, lion-heartea oid 
fellow, and ina few years his surroundings 
were of the most comfortable description. 
One of his sons, Edwin Brisben, oncte rep- 
resented Kentucky in the federa! congress. 
I think he was the grandfather of John and 
Joseph Brisben. ° 


Ineir father’s name was 
Samuel, and he died when they were little 
children, leaving his widow an excellent 
blue-grass farm and a saug little fortune in 
st.cks, bonds and mortgages. The widow 
remained a widow until her death. Mrs. 
Samuel Brisbeu was a good woman, and she 
idolized her two boys. Like most twins, the 
brothers resembled each other iu a striking 
manner, and even intimate acquaintances 
could not tell them apart.

For some years there has been a bank in 
Lake Tahoe, which in clear weather has 

enerally been taken for moss formation. 
it lies at the right of the steamer’s course 
between Tahoe city and the ‘Tallac house, 
abuut two miles beyond Idlewild. It looked 
as if a lot of trees had sunk to the bottom of 
the lake and that moss and slime had col- 
lected there until the whole presented a 
wavy, semi-transparent appearance about 
fifty feet below the surface.
